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MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP LOAN FUND 


At the beginning of the meeting of 
the Executive Board of the School Li- 
brary Association of California, South- 
ern Section, on February 3, following 
the monthly book breakfast, a report was 
presented by Vice-President L. Herman 
Smith on several possible methods of ad- 
ministration of the Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund. This fund was recently es- 
tablished as a memorial to members of 
the Association including Statie Weber 
and Louise Roewekamp of whose valued 
friendship and professional leadership 
we had been deprived by death. By ac- 
tion of the Executive Board, it had been 
determined that the fund should be set 
up as an on-going, permanent affair, to 
which contributions would be periodic- 
ally invited, and that a policy be estab- 
lished to administer the fund in such a 
way as to be of greatest and most last- 
ing benefit to the profession of school 
librarian. 


Mr. Smith submitted four alternative 
proposals: 1. a scholarship loan fund 
administered through a specific Califor- 
nia library school, for the benefit of a 
library school student planning to enter 
the school library field; 2. a scholar- 
ship loan fund for the same purpose, but 
administered independently by the Asso- 
ciation; 3. a scholarship award to an 
outstanding high school or junior col- 
lege graduate planning to become a 
school librarian; 4. an annual citation 
to a member of the Association who had 
rendered distinctive service, or to those 
members who had retired from active 
duty. Advantages and disadvantages of 


all these courses of action were cited and 
discussed. 

There was unanimous agreement by 
the Executive Board that the second al- 
ternative would be most satisfactory, 


that is, to set up a scholarship loan fund 
administered independently by the As- 


sociation. It was, 
that: 

1. The administration of the Memor- 
ial Scholarship Fund of the S.L.A.C., 
Southern Section, shall be considered a 
permanent, continuing function of our 
organization. 

2. The purpose of this fund shall be 
to lend financial assistance to beginning 
library school students who plan to be- 
come school librarians, and whose re- 
sources are limited. 

3. Applications for this assistance may 
be received from any student who plans 
to attend an accredited library school in 
California. Applicants may also be re- 
commended by any Association member. 

4. Administration of the fund will be 
in the hands of a permanent committee 
to be known as the Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund Committee. This committee 
will be composed of the Vice-President 
of the Association (Chairman), the im- 
mediate past vice-president of the Asso- 
ciation, one active member and one re- 
tired member. The retired member and 
the active member will be appointed by 
the President, and each shall serve for 
a three-year term, after the expiration of 
the term of office of the first appointees, 
one of which shall be for two years, and 
one for three years. Beginning with the 
current year, each vice-president shall 
serve for two years, one as chairman, 
and one as ex officio member. The fol- 
lowing were appointed to serve as the 
first members of the committee: L. 
Herman Smith, Vice President (Chair- 
man); Margaret Glassey (three year 
term); and Ruth Lewis (two year 
term). 

5. A table will be set up at the Spring 
Meeting of the Association to receive 
further contributions to the Fund. 
Members will be reminded that this is 
a worthy bequest to include in their 
wills.

LUCILE WESTER 


Many of our members were shocked 
recently to discover that Beatrice Grif- 
fith, author of American Me is very 
ill in Los Angeles General Hospital. 

Mr. Edward Miller, president of the 
“Class of ’33” Alumni Association of 
Pomona College has made a very care- 
ful inquiry concerning the condition of 
Miss Griffith who graduated from Po- 
mona in his class and as a result of this 
investigation he has sent out an appeal 
for financial help to Pomona Alumni 
and to all others who may wish to con- 
tribute to the Beatrice Griffith fund. 

His letter informs us that Miss Grif- 
fith has been a patient at the Los An- 
geles General Hospital for almost a 
year. The diagnosis is rheumatic heart 
disease, subacute bacterial encarditis and 
cerebral embolism. At present her left 
side is paralyzed although she is able to 
walk with a cane, but her left arm is 
still practically useless. Her case is ex- 
tremely serious and will require long 


and expensive treatment but he says the 
“consensus of opinion is that she can be 
restored to a useful life and it 
would be a wonderful thing if we 
could help her over the hump.” His in- 
quiry has shown that her funds are 
exhausted and that she has no place to 
turn for those extra expenses that are 
constantly arising when one is in the 
hospital. Mr. Miller ends his appeal by 
saying “I think we have here one of 
those rare opportunities to help someone 
whom we know personally, who is in 
genuine need of help, and worthy of it.”

In addition to this immediate help, 
members of The School Library Associa- 
tion could help in another way by push- 
ing the sale of “American Me.” Just a 
year ago Miss Griffith was the guest 
speaker at the January Book Dinner 
meeting of the combined Northern Sec- 
tion of The School Library Association 
and the Bay Section of the California 
Library Association. All those who 
heard her were impressed by the very 
effective work Miss Griffith has carried 
on among the Spanish-American fam- 
ilies in Los Angeles’ East Side ever 
since her graduation from college. Her 
book was a natural outgrowth of her 
knowledge of, and sympathy for, the 
problems of this minority group. At the 
time of its publication in the fall of 
1948 the reviews were mést compli- 
mentary. The Library Journal said 
“A series of clever, vivid, sympathy- 
evoking sketches . . . a Literary Fellow- 
ship Award—and deserves it! Recom- 
mended for all libraries.’’ Kirkus said 
“At all times persuasive, urgent, cogent 
in its appeal. Don’t overlook it” and 
Joseph Henry Jackson felt ‘Miss Grif- 
fith is to be congratulated upon pro- 
ducing an immensely interesting book, 
but even more her contribution in it to 
the war on stupid and malicious pre- 
judice—a war we have got to win in 
this country . . . if we are going to be 
the nation we can be.” 

Her book is now out of print, but if 
there is sufficient demand her publisher 
may put out a new edition. Considering 
the need we have in this state to bring 
about a better undersanding of our 
minority groups, I feel that we can help 
both our schools and Miss Griffith by 


reviving interest in American Me.
